Bremen on tho steamship 
K aiser W ilhelm der Grosse Tuesday 
morning. 
His death occurred at 11: ITO 
o’clock at night. 
It was due to a re­ 
currence of

failure, following 
the recent attack of angina pectoris 
from which 
he 
suffered. 
President 
Montt’s death occurred at Bremen. 
President Montt left New York city 
just a week ago after one of the most 
stirring 
experiences 
in 
his 
career. 
That same morning he had seen M ay­ 
or Gaynor shot down on the deck of 
the Kaiser W ilhelm der Grosse, had 
witnessed the struggle with Jam es J 
Gallagher, the would be assassin, and 
had departed on the Kaiser feverishly 
excited over the occurrences, as were 
most of the other passengers aboard. 
A sufferer from heart trouble, it is 
not improbable his sudden death may 
in some measure be attributed to the 
strain of that occurrence.
